CAUSE OF DISASTER.- -- - 


Johnstown, July" 11.—The disaster is 


now generally attributed to the care- 
less work of the Slavs 
engaged in 


drawing pillars in worked out rooms. 
This was done to fill up the mine ami 
prevent the accumulation of gas. Mf-n 
working here are supposed to use safe- 
ty lams. The rescuers assert that 
none of the dead Slavs found about 
this work had anything but naked 
lamps. 


Those who first attempted to res- 


cue the imperilled miners when the 
news of the disaster spread are nov 
in Memorial hospital.

the bodies were not mangled but one 
body was brought np with the h-r-. i 
completely blown off. 


MEN WERE IN GROUPS. 


Johnstown, Pa., July

Johnstown's disaster is only 
les^ 


frightful than the awful calamity of 
May 31, 1889, in cost of life, and in its 
terrible consequences it has brought

which took place in the Cambria SJecl 
company's rolling mill mine under 
West Mont hill, at 12:20« o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Just how many are

Two young men who were at work 


in the Klondike when the explosion 
occurred escaped" by way of the air- 
shaft heading up through the Kera- 
ville hill from the mine. A fanhouse, 
now out of USP. stands at the top of 
this airshaft. This way the young 
men, sick and dizzy from the nauso- 
ous after-damp or black-damp, react- 
ed safety. They told how they walked 
across the dead bodies to pure air auc 
light. How many they did not know. 


The stories of the men who escaiX*

among the first to emerge from the 
Mill Creek shaft.

Harry Tracy has given the officers thc 
slip, making his escape after a fight i 
from which seemed to the officers to' 
be a trap frim which the bandit could |i 
not get away. Instead of intrenching j 
himself on a.knoll near Auburn, Tracy 
fled to the mouth of Sluice creek, near 
Covington, passing through the line of 
deputies without trouble, although 
they were stationed 
only fifty feet 


apart. 


About mdinight he arrived at the 


Covington lumber company's saw mill, 
about a mile from the city. A posse 
had been stationed here and when Tra- 
cy approached he was challenged. 


"What's your name?' he was asked. 
"Anderson," was the reply. And then 


he started to run, the deputies opening 
fire. In his flight Tracy encountered 
Deputy Sheriff Crowe, who had been 
stationed on the railroad track. 


" ""Who goes there?" challenged the 
officer. 


"A deputy," coolly replied Tracy. 
Crowe started to approach, when 


Tracy fired, Crowe being so close that 
he was powder burned but not hit 
Tracy then plunged into the brush and 
disappeared. 


About 3 a. m. a man believed to 


have been Tracy attempted to board 
a freight rain, but failed. Later a sec- 
ond train was hailed from the saw mil! 


carpenter in Madrona Park, -who jraa 
thought to be Tracy. 
, 


Subsequent events prove that the 


man seen by Harden was an escaped 
convict. Wednesday Tracy appeared 
at the farm house of John Johnson, a 
mile from Kent. Driving Johnson Into 
the house, where his wife and six chil- 
dren were, he made known his identity 
and ordered Johnson to quickly hitch, 
up his team and drive 20 miles to.Ta- 
coma to purchase him a 45 calibre 
Colt's revolver, with a belt and a sup- 
ply of ammunition. 


When Johnson demurred Tracy told 


him plainly that he meant business. 
Johnson was given so many hours to 
reach Tacoma and return with, the re- 
volver, and a stock of provisions covet- 
ing the list furnished by Tracy. If lite 
did not return by the specified time 
Tracy declared he would kill Johnson's 
wife and six children and shoot John- 
son himself on his return. 


Fully convinced that the lives of his 


family were at stake Johnson obeyed 
with alacrity. 
Coming to Tacoma He 


purchased a secondhand army revol- 
ver, one of the kind discarded by the 
government but as good as new, it 
had a wooden handle and a barrell 
seven and a half inches long.

ENFORCE EXISTING LAW FIRST. 


It is to be presumed that when Pres 


ident Roosevelt selected Representa 
tive Littlefield to draft an anti-trust 
bill for the administration he was fa 
miliar with the provisions of an anti 
trust bill which Mr. Littlefield intro- 
duced as soon as the present house 
was organized. 


The provisions of the bill making it 


a crime to organize or operate 
com- 


bines in restraint of trade and pre- 
scribing severe penalties for the com- 
misssion of these crimes are the es- 
sence of the measure. 


These provisions do not differ essen 


tially from those of the existing law 
The differences, so far as criminal pro 
yisions are concerned, between 
the 


two bills are differences in details and 
not in substance and are comparative- 
-ly slight. The provisions other than 
criminal are of minor importance. 


It is in order, therefore, to recall 


the fact that the administration which 
has selected Mr. Littlefield to draft 
new legislation has thus far made no 
attempt whatever to execute the crim- 
inal provisions of the existing law. K 
has proceeded wholly under a provi- 
sion which purports to make the writ 
of injunction available for the purpose 
of preventing combines from restrain- 
ing trade. It has not sought to punish 
the 
guilty parties for restraining 


trade, as the law provides. 


It has sought only to restrain those 


who have committed crimes in the 
past from committing like crimes in 
the future. 
But this, even, has not 


been pressed to a conclusion or in a 
manner to give evidence that the pro- 
ceeding is anything more than a hypo- 
critical pretense—a mere bluff. 


What use has an administration for 


a new criminal law when it makes no 
attempt to enforce an existing crimin- 
al law on the same subject. 


What assurance have we that a new 


law would be enforced by an adminis- 
tration which does not try to enforce 
existing law? 


What reason have we to think that 


the move for new legislation is any- 
thing more than an attempt to make a 
pretext for omitting to enforce exist- 
ing legislation? 


We will be a little more sure that 


the administration is in earnest in

Once in awhile a senator of the Unit- 


ed States deigns to cvine over to the 
house.

Senator Joe Blackbui a of Kentucky is 
a prime favorite and is always sur- 
rounded instanter by an eager and in- 
terested group of listeners when he 
proceeds to talk. 
Anecdote of "Buck" Kilgore. 


Colonel Constantine Buckley Kilgore of 


Texas, always called " Buck" for short, 
was for eight years a great character 
in congress. He w<i^ one of the large 
number of statesmen v, ho loved Grover 
Cleveland not wisely, but too well. 
Consequently he •was defeated for le- 
nommation in 1894. Mr. Cleveland pro- 
vided for Buck by appointing him to a 
Judgeship in the Indian Territory, in 
which position he died and whose diffi- 
cult and multifarious duties he dis- 
charged with ability aud fidelity. One 
day Blackburn told this reminiscence 
of Kilgore in the house cloakroom: 


"While Kilgore's nomination for the 


Indian judgeship was pending in the 
senate," quoth Blackburn, "some of 
his political enemies started a tale to 
the effect tha£ he was not a lawyer. 1 
was fond of Buck and wanted to help 
him out 
So, meeting Judge Culberson 


by chance, I stated to him the fact of 
the opposition aforementioned and ask- 
ed him whether Buck were a lawyer. 
Culberson, with a chuckle, replied: 'Oh, 
yes, Joe, Buck is a lawyer now and a 
very good one, but even before he was 
admitted to the bar he had some expe- 
rience on the bencli in the capacity of 
justice of the peace. The first case in 
his court was a picliminary trial for 
assault with intent to kill, which drew 
a large audience. The prosecuting at- 
torney introduced his evidence and 
read to the court the law in such cases 
made and provided. When he had con- 
cluded, counsel for the- defense arose 
and said gravely, "May it please the 
court, I move that my client be dis- 
charged." And before the prosecuting 
attorney discovered what was happen- 
ing Buck said, addressing the audience: 
' "Gentlemen, you have heard the mo- 
tion. All those,in favor of it say 'Aye;' 
all those opposed 'Xo.' Ayes have it, 
and the prisoner is discharged." Which 
shows,' continued Culberson, 'that Buck 
wants always 'to do what the people 
desire.' I went back to the senate,' 
concluded Blackburn, "and in executive 
session stated Buck's qualifications as 
Judge Culberson had1 described them to 
me, and his nomination \\as promptly 
confirmed." 
Senator Vest's Love of Poetry. 


As a general thing the senate'is i 


very prosaic body. Most of the sena- 
tors plume themselves on being busi- 
ness men. 
Senator George Graham 


Vest of Missouri is, however, an ex- 
ception to the rule. I am not saying 
that he is not a business man, but I do 
say that he has the poetic tempera- 
ment, loves poetry and quotes it with 
great felicity to adorn and illuminate 
even the driest subjects. For instance 
during the last congress, when the ship 
subsidy bill was up, Vest delivered a 
great speech, full of his old force anc 
fire, and drew on two of the most illns 
trious poets m English literature. In 
ter alia he said:

The Cruel War Is Over. 


Hon. William Richardson of Alaba 


ma, successor to General Joe Wheeler 
as a Confederate soldier had two ex 
periences which rarely fall to any o 
the sons of Mars or, for that mat 
ter, any of the sons of Adam. He wa 
so badly wounded at Chickamauga tha 
he was left for dead upon the field anc 
lay there six days without food or wa 
ter, yet he appears bale and hearty to- 
day. Before his woeful experience at 
Chickamauga he had been condemned 
to die by hanging as a spy, although 
he was not a spy. He was caught in 
the company of a spy. In all human 
probability he would have "stretched 
hemp" had not General N. B. Forrest 
recaptured him. 


If any further proof were needed to 


show that the civil war is really over, 
it would bo found in a speech which 
Mr. Richardson made in the house to 
establish a home for Union soldiers at 
or near Johnson City, Tenn. Inter alia 
Mr. Richardson said: 


"As an ex-Confederate soldier I am 


glad to lia\e this opportunity of bear- 
ing testimony in this public manner of 
my high regard, esteem and respect 
for the Federal soldiers. 
It is true 


that the district in Alabama that I 
have the honor to represent lies but a 
short distance from where this home is 
to be es*ablished, and, not only speak- 
ing for myself, but for all classes of 


my people, I Mtjr without hesitancy 
that ire welcome the establishment of 
homes in the touth for cliaiiLik'd Feder- 
al soldiers. Since the close'of our great 
civil war I have been a sincere aud 
earnest advocate of fair, just and lib- 
eral pensions as well as national homes 
for the disabled Union soldiers, 
it 


gives me pleasure to support a bill of 
this kind appropriating §200,900, and 
even if you should make the amount 
$3oO,000 I would cheerfully do like- 
wise. 


"This is the way—yea, the best way— 


to reconcile whatever troubles or heart- 
burnings there may have been in the 
south. There has never been any trou- 
ble between the Federal soldier and 
the Confederate. The history of the 
world has never presented a parallel to 
the welding of the 'lives and friend- 
ships that has taken place in the last 
SO years between Federal and Confed- 
erate soldiers. 
The effect of these 


friendly associations between brave 
men -who had met each other on Woody 
fields of battle is bearing fruit as our 
numbers daily are passing away. 


"When the president of the United 


States (Mr. McKinley) made his tour 
through the south and said the time 
would soon come when the government 
would take care of the graves of the 
Confederate soldiers, this sentiment 
was greeted and welcomed by millions 
of brave and true men in the south. 
We knew that the president -was sin- 
cere. 


"I -would welcome that time. One of 


the first bills introduced by me in this 
house was to establish a home of that 
tind in the vicinity of the beautiful 
city of Huntsville, Ala., the most at- 
tractive section of the Tennessee val- 
:ey. The soldiers of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the Confederate sol- 
diers, Republicans and Democrats, 
among our people all speak out for 
such a home. And for myself, as an 
ex-Confederate soldier, treasuring the 
memories, as I reverently do, that are. 
dear to my heart in connection with 
that -wonderful struggle, honoring the 
brave men who fought on the other 
side, it gives me an amount of pleasure 
that I cannot express in the few min- 
utes allowed me today to cast my vote 
for this bill." 


That speech was not only received 


with applause long and loud, but 
brought tears to the eyes of many vet- 
eran soldiers, Union and Confederate, 
who knew Mr. Richardson's peculiar 
military history. 
The Bull of the Brushies. 


Judge Linney of North Carolina, now 


retired, once read in the Greensboro 
(N. C.) Observer that he "had been in- 
vited to make some campaign speeches 
in Ohio, but the Bull of the Brushies 
doesn't feel quite up to the mark." 


The judge sat down and wrote a 


communication to The Observer which 
constitutes rich reading. " I will quote 
some of the many good lines of it:

The eloquent Isaiah, the orator of the 
Bible, made frequent use of the word "bull" as 
conveying the highest conception of strength and 
innocence. Richard Watson tells us that the Chal- 
dee '"Taur" and the Latin "Taurus," referring to 
the yoke ox, occur only in Ezra and Daniel.

Xnrrow Kscupes.

small boy, the late James J. Dunigan, 
one of the oldest employees of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, 
went to work for the '/Western Union 
as a messenger, says t\ic New York 
Herald.

Al- 
though only a lad, the Western Union 
placed great confidence in Jim. and 
whon there was hazardous work to be 
performed he was generally the mes- 
senger selected. lie was known per- 
sonally by many military command- 
ers, who admired the lad for his fear- 
lessness and daring. Nothing daunted 
him, 
and the more rink attached to a 


job the better Jim liked it. Too j-oung 
to go to the front with the Union 
troops, the lad rendered as valiant 
service for tbe cause as any soldier.

Editor Harris Tells How the Well was 


"Salted" to Fool Stockholders 


and Others. 


(Utica Herald.) 


Every owner of property 
in 
the 


northeastern part of the county has 
felt himself interested in the outcome 
of the well that has been drilled for 
oil some ten miles southeast of Utica, 
but straight information has been hard 
to get. When it was reported that the 
hole had developed 400 feet of oil in a 
short time there was jubiliation, but 
when examination 
seemed to prove 


that tae liquid had been poured in at 
the top the feeling changed. Then the 
stockholders decided to drill deeper, 
and not' much information 
has been 


given to the public since. It was re- 
ported that the drill would be pushed 
to Trenton rock. 


The Herald was told by a gentleman 


connected with tae company last Sat- 
urday that the reports, that a little oil 
is struck in each day's drilling is 'un- 
true. The gentleman 
said, further, 


that he now has no. hope of finding oil 
in the Trenton, on account of its dip- 
ping too deep at that point — estimated 
at 3300 feet — and that the drill would 
be stopped wit'aout going to it. The 
depth reached last week was about 
2900 feet. 


Regarding the 400 feet of oil in the 


well, the Herald has it from another 
source, and admitted from an official 
quarter, that the man who had the 
well "salted" with oil has practically 
confessed. The story is taat a certain 
man, whose name we have, had the oil 
shipped from Pennsylvania to Union 
Station, where it was called for by an- 
other man whose name we have, and 
hauled to the well.

run into the hole and the oil was pour- 
ed in on top of it.

"but the destruction wrought by that 
terrible eruption will live hi my mem- 
ory more vividly than auj'thing else 
the balance of my life. I talked with 
the only survivor of the disaster. He 
iwas a criminal confined in the St. Pi- 
erre prison and bentenccd to the guil- 
lotine for murder. Three days before 
the eruption he had knocked his keep- 
er down and attempted to escape. For 
this he Tvas sentenced to the subdun- 
geon, three tiers below the basement of 
the prison, where lie was kept in soli- 
tary confinement. I did not learn the 
date set for the man's execution, but 
*read -of his crime and sentence from 
the flies of the newspapers in Fort de 
iFrance, fourteen miles away. 


"I was present when rescuers dug 


the poor fellow out of the dungeon. 
He was very weak and pale from lack 
of nourishment and when brought to 
the surface, where the bun was shin- 
ing, was scarcely able to stand alone. 
He seemed to be perfectly rational at 
first, and there was under the scared 
and hunted expression on his face 
something Intelligent 
looking. 
He 


looked at those about him and did not 
speak for some minutes. Finally he 
said, speaking in French: 


"'Say, am I not in hell?' 
"The surroundings and the sight of 


the hundreds of dead bodies within ca 
stone's throw of where our party stood 
on the old prison ruins were enough to 
appeal to the sensitive feelings of any 
roan, but when it finally dawned upon 
us that the poor wretch there was los- 
ing his reason, thinking that he had 
been put to death and was in the low- 
er regions, I cannot find words to ex- 
press my own impressions, and the 
looks upon the faces of my two com- 
panions told me that they felt as I did. 


"The French government immediate- 


ly pardoned the condemned criminal, 
and he was that day removed to Fort 
de France, where he was put in a sani- 
tarium. He wore the grinning face of 
an Imbecile afterward and within a 
few days died a raving maniac-. He 
certainly suffered a thousand deaths 
for his crime."
